b) a conditioning agent selected from the group consisting of silicone materials, 
cationic surfactants, cationic polymers, alkylated amines and mixtures thereof;

c) a chelant:

2 (Original) A composition according to claim 1, wherein the chelant is selected from the 
group consisting of carboxylic acid chelants, phosphomc acid chelants, polyphosphoric 
acid chelants. and salts thereof, derivatives thereof and mixtures thereof. 

3 (Original) A composition according to claim 2, wherein said carboxylic acid chelant is 
selected from the group consisting of mamine-N.N'-dlpolyacids, monoamine monoamide- 
NK-dipolyacids and N^-bis(2-hydioxybenzyl)emylenedianime-N^'-diacetic acid 
(HBED). and salts thereof, derivatives thereof and mixtures thereof. 

4. (Original) A composition according to claim 3, wherein said carboxylic acid chelant 
comprises at least two acid groups independently selected from a carboxylic acid group (- 
COOH). a sulphonic group (^SOjH), an o-hydroxyphenyl group, a m-hydroxyphenyl group 
and a p-hydroxyphenyl group. 

5. (Original) A composition according to claim 1. wherein the composition is in the form of 
an oil-in-water emulsion.

(Original) A composition according to claim 1, wherein the composition is in the form of a 
thickened aqueous solution. 
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7 (Original) A composition according to claim 1. further comprising a salt-tolerant thickener 
selected from the group consisting of xanthan, guar, hydroxypropyi guar, scleroglucan, 
methyl cellulose, ethyl cellulose, hydroxyethyl cellulose, carboxymethyl cellulose, 
hydroxypropylmethyl cellulose, microcrystalline cellulose, hydroxybutylmethyl cellulose, 
hydroxypropyi cellulose, hydroxyethyl ethyl cellulose, cetyl hydroxyethyl cellulose, N- 
vinylpyrollidone, Acrylates / Ceteth-20 Itaconate Copolymer, hydroxypropyi starch 
phosphate, polyethoxylated urethanes or polycarbamyl polyglycol ester, trihydroxystearm.

13 (Original) A method according to claim 12. wherein said second composition is rinsed 
off hair before step iii) and wherein said chelant is present at a level of at least about 
0. 1% by weight of said first composition. 

14 (Original) A kit for dyeing hair comprising a first and a second compositions packaged 
in different containers, wherein said first composition comprises an oxidizing agent and 
said second composition comprises a hair-swelling agent and an oxidative dye precursor, 
wherein the resulting mixture of said first and second compositions is a composition 
according to claim 9. 
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
